Cairo Talks on Canal Controversy Proceed Cautiously 


TWENTY DEAD 
IN COLLISION 
ON SANTA FE 


Springer, N. M. (JP) — Twenty 


rsilvey workers perished early to- 
day when the speeding Santa Fe 
Chief smashed head-on into a mail 
train on a siding in northern New 
Mexico. 


Railway officials said the death 


toll may be higher when wrecking 
crews pry into the twisted and 
torn cars. 


At least seven were injured. 
Santa Fe spokesmen said as far 


as can be determined there were 
no passengers killed in the early- 
morning tragedy. 


The phief shot into the siding 


when Santa Fe mail train No. 8 
•was waiting its turn for the main 
line. 


The dead included the engineer 


of the mail train, the engineer, 
fireman 
and conductor 
of 
the 


Chief, and 16 waiters and lounge 
car attendants who were asleep in 
a dormintory car on the Chief. 
1 The identified dead are Babe 
Foster, fireman; W. H, Adams, 
engineer; and Walter Shriver, con- 
ductor of the Chief; and Leo Rush, 
''engineer on the mail train. 


Associated Press writer John B. 


Curtis said "the task even of de- 
termining the number of dead is 
horribly complicated because of 
condition of the trains." 


Ambulances, doctors and 
offi- 


cers from most of northern New 
'Mexico were summoned to the 
scene. 


The accident occurred at 8:10 


a. m. flva miles south of here in 
gently rolling ranch country. The 
main line of the Santa Fe at this 
point parallels U. S. Highway 85. 


Only the diesel units of the mai] 


train ment off the track, crushed 
and torn. 
"• Of 13 cars in the Chief, only 
seven remain on the track. Others, 
Curtis said, were "twisted, and 
mangled and telescoped, pointing 
upward at grotesque angles." 


A Santa Fe spokesman said the 


Chief ran through an open switch 
and into the siding^ where the mail 
train was waiting. 


The mail train normally does 


not carry / passengers, though it 
has a passenger car on the rear 
•for employes. On this train today 
however, there was a bunk car of 
track workers and a' Santa Fe 


' business car.

Stevenson and Kefauver, now the 
Democratic ticket for 1956, staged 
the last and one of the bitterest 
clashes of the presidential primar- 
ies. Stevenson won. 


Stevenson's 
address 
today 


sprayed the GOP with criticism, 


accusing it of "a shocking abusa- 
of the elementary political decen- 
cies" in handling the peace issue. 


He said the claim that the Dem- 


ocrats were responsible for tha 
Korean War and the Republicans 
stopped it was "as miserable a 
fraud as has ever been used by a 
political party to confuse and em- 
bitter a people who must govern 
themselves on facts not fiction." 


Stevenson issued a plea for 


"honesty in our national debate 
about war and peace." He said 
this debate will be poisoned if one 
party claims a deeper love for 
peace than the other. 


Stevenson said that the GOP 


charge that under the Democrats 
prosperity depends on war is in- 
famous. The truth is, he said, that 
no depression followed World War

* EDSON IN WASHINGTON * 


Congress Gave President 
53 Per Cent of Program

TE7ASHINGTON.—(NEA)—While all the big wheel politicians were 


running around like crazy'at Chicago and San Francisco, the 


little wheels of government were'grinding away as usual in Wash- 
ington. Bureaucrats and news correspondents, returning to the 
capital, found things just about as usual, only quieter. 


In this quiet it was possible to make an accurate "check on just 


how President Eisenhower's legislative program had fared in the 
second session of the 84th Congress. 


The final count shows that 23B proposals were sent to Congress 


by the White House and executive-agencies. Of these, 125 were 
passed and 111 were not. 


This gives the administration a 53 per cent score. It compares 


with a 50 per cent record in 1955. During that year, 94 White House 
proposals were passed and 92 rejected. 


THESE FIGURES do not give a true picture of the Democratic- 


controlled 84th Congress work load, however. It passed 380 public 
laws the first session and 638 the second for a total of 1,028 in the 
two years. Congress also passed 490 private bills in 1955 and 403 
in 1956, a total of 893. 


The differences between these totals and the 219 White House 


recommendations approved by Congress are accounted for by 
measures introduced by individual senators and representatives, 
or groups of congressmen, then passed and signed by the President! 


ON THE MAJOR national and International measures in which 


there is the broader interest, the Eisenhower administration can 
claim a good record, though it didn't get everything it wanted the 
way it wanted it. 


Thus the soil bank act was passed only after the original con- 


gressional farm bill was vetoed by the President. The foreign aid 
program was drastically cut by Congress. Social security benefits 
were increases by Congress beyond the President's recommenda- 
tions. The administration's highway financing program was com- 
pletely rewritten by Congress. 


Even so, the Democratic-controlled Congress can take a fairly 


low bow for approving as much of the President's program as it did. 
There is political credit enough for both. 


But it is in the unfinished business—the measures recommended 


by the President and not passed by Congress—that the record really 
shows up.

Federal school aid act. Civil rights program. 
Dollar limits on price support loans to big farms. 
Adoption of water policy legislation. 
Construction of Fryingpan-Arkansas dam in Colorado. 
Authorization for six partnership power projects. 
Ten-year program for rehabilitation of national parks 
Postal rate increases. Immigration law revision. 
Provision for prior notification on business mergers. 
Increase patent fees-to make Patent Office pay its way. 
Approval of Government Reorganization Plans 1 and 2 
Approval of a new federal transportation policy.

''Almighty" Without Meaning 
It Episcopal Leader Declares

"Many at these references un- 


doubtedly are genuine and sin- 
cere," Mid the Rev. Dr. Rankin 
Barnca, an executive of the Prot- 
Mtant Hpiacopal Church. 


"But «ometimea, it seems that 


•peakera bring in the name of the 
t>«ity Ju«t to imply his blessing 
for whatever their position may 
lie. Thii can be wrong." 


% It'a an old custom of political 
•Cfttory to allude to the Almighty, 
and churches encourage attention 
to God In all matters, including 
election contests, but not just as a 
meana of popular appeal. 


"If* a wonderful thing when 


candidate* call on God for guid- 
ance and assistance to do his 


will," said the Rev. Camillus 
Balzarini, of St. Sebastion's Roman 
Catholic Church in New York. 


"But when it's done as a mere 


formality, to embellish a speech 
and give it a religious tone; that 
is the way of the hypocrite." 


As Jesus said a long time ago, 


not everyone who proclaims the 
words, "Lord, Lord" is on the 
Lord's side. And even the devil 
can quote scripture to his own 
ends by false application. 


When phrases are used to sug- 


gest that divine providence is al- 
lied with a particular partisan 
cause, that's when it strikes re- 
ligious leaders - as presumptous 
vanity. 
_ "Unfortunately, 
there are 
far 


too many people in all sections of 
American life who use the word 
God in vain," said Rabbi Dr. 
Abraham. J. Feldman, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., president of the Syn- 
agogue Council of America. 


"Let us remember that God 


owes no denomination loyolties.

He is neither Democrat nor Re- 
publican. He is neither capitalist, 
.aborer nor farmer. 


"Hg is the sovereign of the Uni- 


verse, beyond all man-made dis- 
tinctions and categories, even as 
he is the father of all men." 


But in the heat of a campaign 


t occasionally sounds as if the 
contenders feel that theirs alone 
s a holy crusade. As Abraham 
Lincoln put it, the important ob- 
jective isn't to have God on your 
side, but to be on his side. 


In politics, like other forms of 


human ambition, churches cite 
the temptation in egotistical man 
to try to use God for personal pur- 
poses, rather than trying to con- 
form to God's purposes. 


It is very dangerous to try- to 


judge the sincerity, of a politican 
when in his preoration he becomes 
religious and calls upon God to 
give substance to the climax of 
his address. 


"Obvious blasphemy is easy to 


detect. Sincerity that is misguided 
and claims divine approval for 
positions that are less than divine 
is too common. 


"But all in all, I am happier 


with, politicians who have God on 
their side than with secular-mind- 
ed men who are frankly irrelig- 
ious." 


Particularly 
In 
less-educated 


areas, office seekers sometimes 
have been criticized for ringing in 
pious terminology just to win over 
the so-called "religious vote," or 
add fervor to a lagging speech. 


One-sixteenth of. the area of 


New Hampshire is covered with 
water.

New York (&)—The new year 


for most business gets under way 
next week. And rarely have busi- 
nessmen faced September with 
more confidence — or, at least, 
with higher hopes.

sumers will dash the hopes of the 
everything's - going - to-be-bigger- 
and-better boys. 


The Guaranty Trust Co. of New 


York, in its September survey out 
today, says: "Consumer willing- 
ness to buy has withstood the ad- 
vance of prices and also apparent- 
ly the unsettling effects of the 
nationwide steel strike." 


Merchants seem confident, that 


consumer spending will be sus- 
tained, especially in the soft goods 
lines, and that sales of durables 
will pick up in time for a big 
Christmas season. 


September will see the auto 


dealers in their last big flurry to 
get rid of the 1956 models as the 
auto makers change over for pro- 
duction of the 1957's. The new cars 
probably will carry higher price 
tags. And there is talk today that 
the tighter money situation and 
costlier credit may increase the 
charges for financing cars bought 
on time. 


By the end of September the 


auto industry's layoff totals should 
b« shrinking. The steel industry- 
expects to go through the month 
at a near capacity rate and to 
have made up most of the tonnage 
lost during the strike and to be 
back on a current basis again by 
the end of the year. With steel 
scrap prices now at a record high, 
the mills will be turning out ex- 
pensive steel next month. 


September may show If there 


will be any letup in the big spend- 
ing spree of business now that 
credit is harder to come by and 
money commands a higher price. 
Most observers look for the in- 
vestment boom to go right on next 
month. 


But they will be watching close- 


ly to see if there's any building 
up of Inventories beyond that of 
normal in September in prepara- 
tion for the Christmas trade. "What 
steel consumers do will be parti- 
cularly noted. 


But the consumer remains the 


real question mark. 
If he takes 


the higher prices In stride, it 
should be a prosperous fall.
